Therefore the vast six years or s5 
any gcîence-ktiidiïits inshîng tti OJii- 
suit enplnrering hooks have been ob- 
liccd to po to the Rcdpalli Library and 
I'.iint up tho books. The inconvenience 
of this system has been Increasingly 
felt, nnd for some time there has been 
a nioveniont af'^ot to liavo the books 
returned to the ICnpinccrlnpr Bulldin'.: 
under condition."! which would obviato 
the difficulties! which necessit.alod 
their removal in the first place. 

Profepcr French, who Is in chariro 
of the roinniltteo which h^i been 
worKlng on t!ii rjuc^tlon, report.^ tliat 
arrangements have now been conclud- 
ed with the Kedpath Library, and in 
a very I'hort time tho books will be re- 
turned In the Engineering Buildlnp. 

The . I.ih:^ r'l'im Tvhich was previous- 
ly used and which is fitted up wlvn 
shelves tor tha purpose will apain bo 
used as the library, and Is today bs- 
Ing closed In order that the necessary 
work may be completed with as llttia 
delay as possible. 

One of the as!il.«tant librarians will 
he appointed to look after the Enpi- 
neerlng Library, and somo sort of sys- 
fern will be Introdurod which l^ill en- 
able the librarian to ke»p track of tho 
ho"i<;« I. a of Micii .1 stem was one 
of the drawbacks of the old system, 
and It Is expected that this will bo en- 
tirely remedied. 

Work Is now going on under the tu-

And 
when men and ^^•omen do any piece of work in

"We belong ;o a select group of young men 
and women, some, three Ihousana, who have been' 
able to come apart from the world for a while, 
into this little busy corner of human society, to 
learn more about man and the world in which 
he hves. Perhaps, in a sense, we have some- 
thing in common with the monks of the 3Iiddle 
Ages, going into their monasteries, lo be apart, 
"vvhere ihry might think. 

•"We art like ;ht re^i of suvif.y, anu yc; un- 
like it, in these two important ways. In the first 
place we are freed for the time being from the 
worry of grinding out a living, so that 
wc have the leisure and peace of mind need- 
ful to study and critici.«m of the whole expanse 
of human life. The world as a whole is so busy 
making its living, that it has no time to think, 
and is content to follow blindly the traditions of 
the Past, or to make afresh the great discover- 
ies of truth, beauty, and goodness, which is open 
lo us. 

Our little society is. or should be, in a more 
fluid state, than the big human society. It is 
claimed that we are hcie lo search for the truth 
in all things, so we do not expect to meet the 
aame conservatism and bigotry that is common 
outside. Can wc i>ol make this a field for experi- 
ments in living, then, a kind of testing labora- 
tory for new ty))c.s iVieii'.i.'shiii ljt.'i\sei'ii men 
and women, better meiiiods of co-oi)ei ai.ion than 
-the rest of the world has known ? 

If experiments are worth anything, this one 
is worth nuicii. The field of I'caearch need not 
b(5 left entirely lo the hcientisl, and although 
this is a new field, the joys of exploration are 
ftiany.

Ahno.st, every little (.iHinti-y 
church lias its bells and tliei-e arc .several «luilc 
good sets here in Montreal. Owing to the finan- 
cial considcx'ation.':, however, lln.sf arf rarely 
very large, Jior is the workinuii.siiip and tone 
generally of the beat. The Park Avenue diurcli 
mentioned before ha.s a vei-y wealthy congrega- 
tion, headed by the llockefellcr family, and the 
pttawa chimes were financed by the govern- 
Jment. It is only ijrv'itulions of this kind which 
ctn afffyd really good i;f;lls.

With a gym, dormi- 
tories and various new facilities badly needed 
even now, and the jnoblem becoming worse a.s 
lime goes on, there v/ill Jjc little money left for 
thsse moic dt^coj-alivc i)ur\i'r-i(:>'.
